Harrisburg, Jan, 17 (AP) — The 
Pennsylvania Federation of Labor 
joined the C JO . today in opposing 
a “sabotage prevention” bill which 
leaders said would cut sharply into 
what they termed labor’s right to 
picket and collect dues at plants 
working on national defense orders 
The bill, prepared by the fed­ 
eral-state conference on law en­ 
forcement problems of national de­ 
fense, was designed for introduction 
in various state legislatures. 
Labor opposition centered in one 
section which provided for restrict­ 
ing travel on streets adjoining plants 
that had defense orders. 
Philip 
Murray, president of tile commit­ 
tee for indiLstrial organization, in 
a letter to local unions said the bill 
would result in workers being de­ 
nied the right to picket. 
Among other things, It would pro­ 
vide up to IO years imprisonment 
for “intentionally” interfering with 
defense reparations or failing to 
note imperfections in construction 
of articles needed under the pro­ 
gram. 
A companion “model explosives 
act” inspired by “recent explosions, 
giving rise to suspicions of sabo­ 
tage,’’ would provide for strict state 
supervision of this industry. 
A summary of the proposal said 
it was advanced because "while 
most states have statutes dealing 
with explosives, nearly all of them 
deal primarily with safe handling 
and shipping in normal commercial 
operations. This act is designed to 
cover manufacture, sale and posses­ 
sion of explosives from. a defense 
standpoint."

AN EARLY PRINTER 
Almost four years of my early life were spent in Gettysburg. While 
there learning printing business, I was in the habit of making excur­ 
sions through the surrounding country. 
Immediately south of the town 
about three miles distant stands a high peak that overlooks all the region 
west and south of the Blue Ridge. 
It is the most prominent feature in 
the landscape. 
One Saturday afternoon, my friend, James Witherow, and myself 
made a trip to the summit of this mountain. We climbed over the rocks 
and through the forest until we stood on a huge granite boulder near 
the top. 
Here we enjoyed the finest view iiossible in all the region 
roundabout. Neither of us dreamed at the time that we were standing 
on a spot that would become historic in Hie future. Many years after­ 
ward this mountain peak became the key to the situation in the great 
battle fought on and around it on July I, 2. 3, 1863. 
It stood on the 
extreme left of the Union army and proved impregnable to tile assaults 
of the enemy, who sought to capture it. From its summit a complete 
view of the whole battlefield can be obtained. Since the battle, I have 
frequently been to the top. The United States government has erected 
a high tower that overlooks the tall forest trees, and gives the beholder 
a panoramic view of the adjacent region for many miles in every 
direction. The lines of both armies can be traced by the monuments 
placed along them, and the whole field of conflict lies like a map under 
the eye. It Is a rare and wonderful sight. 
The Symbol of Firmness 
I note here a discovery which I made just after the battle and to 
which I have frequently called attention. 
The area occupied by the 
Union army during the last two days’ fight was of granite formation. 
Round Top is composed of immense granite boulders from base to apex. 
It constituted one corner of a triangle with a base six or seven miles 
long. The territory, included, was covered with granite rocks. Outside 
of this area, the red sandstone and slate formations prevail. The first 
day’s battle was fought on red sandstone and the Federal army was 
defeated. On the second and third day it stood on the granite and was 
victorious. 
It is a singular, if not a providential circumstance that in 
this great battle, the turning point of the war, the Union army found 
itself entrenched on this spot and won its great victory on a foundation 
th at geologically symbolizes firmness and invincibility. 
While stationed at Curwinsville, Pennsylvania, I was drafted into 
Hie military service and was required to go to Waterford, Erie County 
to report. During my absence I look the opportunity to visit the falls 
of Niagara. 
I will not attem pt to give a description of this famous 
cataract. 
Suffice it to say that I viewed it from every available spot. 
I was on Goat Island, walked along the American side down to the 
Suspension bridge. Grassed over into Canada, went up to the Horseshoe 
fall, sat on Table Rock, then descended the stairway and went under 
the falls for some distance, entirely alone, 
It was one of the most 
fool-hardy acts of my life and I .shudder now to think what a perilous 
venture it was. 
A Western Journey 
In the year 18(56 while I was pastor of Hie Exeter Street church, 
Baltimore, the building was undergoing repairs and the official board 
voted me a furlough for six weeks. 
I had cherished a desire for years 
to visit the great west and felt th at this was now my opportunity. 
I 
took my wife and the children to York Springs to stay with my sister 
Rebecca, and being kindly furnished with a pass on the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad by one of its managers, I went upon the longest tour of 
my life, up to that date. I crossed the Alleghenies and descended along 
the Youghegheny river. The scenery descending this grade is remarkably 
wild and picturesque. 
Arriving at Wheeling, Va, I took a river steam ­ 
boat and traveled slowly down to New Albany, where our old friends, 
the Snivelys of Greencastle, Pa., now lived 
From there I went up 
through the state of Indiana to Chicago where I spent the sabbath. 
I was cordially entertained by Dr. Otis H. Tiffany, my old Dickonson 
College professor, and preached for him in his church in the evening. 
Through his favor I obtained a pass on the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad that carried me to Madison, Wis. and thence to Council Bluffs. 
Here I boarded a Mississippi steamboat and for several days, voyaged 
up the “Father of Waters” till we were transferred to a smaller boat that 
landed us at St. Paul, Minn. 
Fort Snelling 
Arriving at St. Paul, I called on a family who went there from 
Baltimore years before. They treated me with distinguished hospitality. 
The gentleman hired a conveyance and with his agreeable wife, took 
me to Minneapolis, Port Snelling, and the falls of Minnehaha. 
Min­ 
neapolis was then a young and growing city. 
Fort Snelling is located at the junction of the Mississippi and St. 
Peters rivers, It stands on a high bluff and commaryls a beautiful view 
of the rivers and the wide stretch of the prairies on either side. 
The Falls of Minnehaha are celebrated for their natural beauty and 
are made famous by Longfeyow’s poem “Hiawatha." 
Returning, I floated down the river to St. Louis, from there Grassed 
the prairie country to Cincinnati, and reaching Wheeling returned by 
the same route to Baltimore. Whatever pleasure was to bi* guined from 
travel and the sight of new regions of the country, I had it on this 
trip, and have treasured the memory of it through all subsequent years,

DuPonts, Rockefellers 
and Pews Paid in 
Many Dollars

— 
Three wealthy families — the Du 
Fonts of Delaware, the Rockefellers 
of New York, and the Pews of 
Pennsylvania — were credited today 
by a senate committee with con­ 
tributing $276,725 to organizations 
supporting Wendell L. Winkle, the 
republican presidential candidate in 
the last election. 
Chairman Gillette (D-Ia.) of the 
special senate committee appointed 
to investigate campaign expendi­ 
tures made public a study of their 
individual contributions and said 
lack of time made it impossible for 
the special senate group to hold 
hearings on these matters. 
The 1940 contributions of mem­ 
bers of the three families were less 
than one-fourth of the aggregate 
they gave to the republican cause 
in 1936. A senate committee for the 
1936 election reported that the Du 
Punts contributed more than $600,- 
000 to republican groups, the Pews 
more than $300,000, and the Rocke­ 
fellers more than $180,000. 
The senator said that the Du Pont 
family contributed $121,225 to groups 
that supported Willkie; the Pew 
family, $96,500, and the Rockefel­ 
lers, $59,000. 
The so-called Hatch act sets a 
$5,000 annual limit on the amount 
an individual may contribute to the 
national committee of a political 
party. However, Gillette explained, 
this total might be exceeded by 
making additional contributions to 
state or independent committees. 
Both Parties Had Money Aid 
The compilation, hun ping the con­ 
tributions by families, was made pub­ 
lic in advance of the report to the 
senate later this month, the chair­ 
man explained, because of extensive 
hearings conducted on loans total­ 
ing $300,000 made by Richard—J 
Reynolds of Winston-Salem. N. C., 
to the democratic state groups. 
Committee Investigators credited 
Lam mot Du Pont with $49,000 in 
contributions to the 1940 campaign; 
Pierre S. Du Pont with $10,100; J. 
Howard Pew with $23,500; Joseph N. 
Pew, Jr., with $22,000; Mary Ethel 
Pew with $20,500; Mable Pew Myrin 
with $19,500; John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., $17,500;
